Secretary O. B. McCullough of the 


local Board of Health received a com- 
•Mtnication today from State Health 
dkimmlMioner Oixon ordering him to 


all Sunday schools, public, pri 
and parochial schools and to pro- 


hibit children under 16 yars of age 
from attnding any public theatre or 
gathering of any nature within his 
Jurisdiction. 
The order was receiv- 


ed about 11 o'clock this morning and 
fey twelve all the Sunday school su- 
yarintndrata had been notified that 
from now until the eighteenth of Sep 
Umber the schools must be closed. 
' The order was issued as a result of 
the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis 


which has caused the death of hun- 
dreds of children in this and other 
elates during the past two months. 
Dr. Dixon hopes to be able to check 
th* dreaded disease by this drastic 
Measure. 


This order will affect the Globe 


theatre, the Opera House, the carni- 
val and every church in town besides 
th* pfeblic and parochial gqhools. The 
public schools were to be opened on 
th* fifth of September but now the 
opening will be delayed two weeks in 
order to get the required number of 
days in. 


This edict will also prohibit chil- 


drin under 16 years of age from at- 
tending th* carnival showing in Clear-

MARKET 90 YEARS OLD. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 2G.— Historic 


Faneuil Hall Market, familiar to all 
visitors to Boston, perked up a bit to- 
day in celebration of its 90th birth- 
day. The long, low building, occupy- 
ing a site immediately to the rear of 
Faneuil Hall, has practically the same 
outward appearance as it did when it 
was first opened on August 26, 1826.

RESULT INFANTILE PARALYSIS EPIDEMIC 


Bigger Men Than You Are Wearing White This Summer 


Secretary O. B. McCullough of the 


local Board of Health received a com- 
•Mtnication today from State Health 
dkimmlMioner Oixon ordering him to 


all Sunday schools, public, pri 
and parochial schools and to pro- 


hibit children under 16 yars of age 
from attnding any public theatre or 
gathering of any nature within his 
Jurisdiction. 
The order was receiv- 


ed about 11 o'clock this morning and 
fey twelve all the Sunday school su- 
yarintndrata had been notified that 
from now until the eighteenth of Sep 
Umber the schools must be closed. 
' The order was issued as a result of 
the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis 


which has caused the death of hun- 
dreds of children in this and other 
elates during the past two months. 
Dr. Dixon hopes to be able to check 
th* dreaded disease by this drastic 
Measure. 


This order will affect the Globe 


theatre, the Opera House, the carni- 
val and every church in town besides 
th* pfeblic and parochial gqhools. The 
public schools were to be opened on 
th* fifth of September but now the 
opening will be delayed two weeks in 
order to get the required number of 
days in. 


This edict will also prohibit chil- 


drin under 16 years of age from at- 
tending th* carnival showing in Clear-
